Further- 
more, it is the policy of most Ameri 
cans to resolve all doubts in favor 
of state and local institutions in any 
argument with the federal octopus. 


When the federal government was 


authorized by 
the 
Income 
Tax 


Amendment 40 years ago to tax in- 
dividuals directly we were warned 
that state and local government 
faced destruction if the return tide 
of expenditure wore permitted to 
flow directly from Washington to 
the individual. Therefore it became 
an established principle and pre- 
caution that all federal spcding had 
to be filtered through state and lo- 
ca.l units of government. 


But not a day goes by that the 


federal men, thirsting for the pow- 
er that great wealth always brings, 
don't try to run around the defens- 
es of home. rule. 


The courageous outburst of Exten- 


sion Director Gates is just one in- 
cident in a never-ending story . 


However, the American people 


arc informed and alert. And they 
will never go wrong if they remain 
hostile toward those who, having 
picked up our tax money and taken 
it to Washington, propose to come 
back and deal directly with the citi- 
zen — behind the backs of local in- 
stitutions far older and wiser than 
the thousand new ABC bureaus now 
camping on the banks of the Potom- 
ac.

Present Munic- 
ipal Judge W. K. Lemley insists 
he was elected for a four year term 
in April, 1940, and that no vacancy 
existed. Vescy was the only name 
on the primary ballot.
